Probabiljty of a Mifcarri- 
age from Rational Calculation of Forces 5 
and tho’! did not forefee, nor indeed could 
I Imagine the Germans would bauk their Du- 
ty fo notorioufly, yet when | {aw the French 
Army poffefing a Camp 60000 Men Strong, 
Entrenching and Fortifying a Poft, calcula- 
ted for Subfifting the Maes, a large Naviga- 
ble River on their Left, Thionville, Metz, 
and the Plentiful Country of Lorrain behind 
them, and all the Plenty of France ready to 
fupply them; on the contrary the Confede- 
ratesnot Numerous enough to Attack them, 
and a Ruin’d Country to fublift on; the Fo- 
rageall Deftroy’d, and nothing but remote 
apie for Supply, what could any Body

Tis plain, the French knew their Interef 
better, than to hazard any thing ; their Buli- 
nefs was notto Fight,nor could I believe, that 
tho’ the Germans all come up,they could have. 
been Attack’d ;. it is no Eatie thing to force 
60000 Men to Fight, whether they will, or 
no; a Town ortwo might indeed have been 
taken, and Saar-Low# might have taken up 
a Month or five Wegks of the Campaign, 
and hafte enough too, confidering how the 
French Defend Towns, and how the Germans 
Attack them. 

When this bad been Taken, the Army 
muft have been weaken’d 7 or 8000 Men, 
betides a Garrifon of 4000 Men at leaft, to 
be put into it, and confequently they had 
then been lefs able to Fight Monfieur Vik 
lars, 

Add to this, that all this while the French 
under the Duke of Bavaria, muft have carrie 
edall before them on the Maes,-and all Spa 
nifo Guelderland might have run the Rifque 
of being Reduc’d under their Power, in as 
fhort Time as it was at firft Conquer’d. 
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fpeét was the Ground of my. Suppofition, 
before which, Time has brought to pafs; 
now give me leave to Suggeft yet farther, 
and I leave the Iffue to Providence to ac- 
count, and Time to difcover. 

The Publick Accounts Inform us, That 
the Duke of Marlborough being Difappoint- 
ed of the Succouss, agreed to March from 
the Upper Rhine, the Camp he is in, being 
not proper for him to Subfift in his Retreat- 
ing, There’s all the Meafures broken, 
our Flourifh of a sr Force drop’d, the 
French left at leaft Triumphing, tho’ not 
ViGtorious ; nay, Vi€torious in one refpeé, 
that being before Infulred, as it were, at 
their Trenches, they will now be left Supe- 
riour in Force, may have their Turn to In- 
fult the Germans, and perhaps give them 
fome Blow, as they have too often done ; 
and if this fhould happen, Ware Landau 
again. 

"Tis true, the Retreat of the Duke of 
Marlborough to the Maes, will put a ftop to 
the French Conquefts, tho’, I doubt, will 
hardly fave the Citadel of liege; but no 
queftion, he may Check the, Duke of Bava- 
rid, and perhaps pufh him in his Turn, and 
fo alternate Advantages, may now here, now 
there be obtained; ‘tis hoped we may hold 
our own, and if the Germans lofe by it, they 
may thank themfelves. 

But then, Gentlemen, whac is all this 
when it is over, to the mighty Hopes we 
had rais'd on the approaching Glories of 
this Campaign 5 thofe Gentlemen who had 


run away with the French King 2 Aorfeback,. 


& it were, muft be force’d to bring him back 
at laft, andleave him juft where they found 
him. 

All this is prolonging the War, one Cam- 
paign ends, and dnother begins, and the 
Pangs and Travail of Europe, after Peace, 
are like thofe of a Lingring Travail to a 
Woman in Child-Bircth, Pains without Pro- 
fis ; the Birch is not advanc’d, yet the 
Strength is diminifh’d. 

And what is the Reafon of all thefe Dif 
appointments ? We may cry out, The Ger- 
mans have Betray’d us, the Germans are 
Unprovided, and cannot be Ready, and we 
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1 Appeal to all the World, Whether thefe 
are not probable Suggeftions ; and this Pro-

mighty to grant them Peace, when in their 


Hearts they defire it only to be at Leifure, — | 


to tear one another to pieces ? : 

Peace in this Sence would be Weapons ig 
the Hand of Mad Men, Committed to them 
to Deftroy one another ; I catnot forefee 
any Peace, Heaven will be kinder to us, 
than to give us any Peace from Abroad, "till 
we learn to agree among our felves, for my 
part, I can neither Wifh or Pray for Peace 
Abroad, without fome Hefitation, and at 
leaft fubjoyning this Petition, That we may 
be brought to fee the Neceffity of our own 
Peace, with one another, as a Prelimi- 
nary. 

God forbid we fhould have Peace from 
Abroad, if it muft be Improv’d to break 
our Peace at Home ; if thefe French Canag- 
nites m aft remain to quicken as to ourown 
Intereft, and to open our Eyes to the Good 
of our Country, derter fo, than that Fluth'’d 
with the Pride of Vittory, we fhould like 
Abner’s Twelve Young Men of a Side, eves 
ry one run his Sword into the Bowels of bis 
Neighbour. 

Thus Ufeful are the French to this Nati« 
on, that the Awe of their Growing Power, 
is the only, orat leaft, the chief Thing that 
preferves us in any Charity with one ano- 
ther. Parties, are like two Travellers on 
the Road, who falling out about fome Trifle 
in Difcourfe, are going together bv the Ears 
in the Difpute, but when a Highway Man 
comes upen them to Rob, he is cofider’d as 
an Enemy to both, and they freely joyn 6 
oppofe him; and having Beaten him, goon 
with their old Quarrel again, as before. 
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e Frewch are our 
glifb Men and we maya little forget our 
Animofities and Divifions, when Threatned 


4 with their growing Power; but how foon 
‘do we Difcover, that we fhall return to our 


former Heats, as foon as ever we are at 
_ Eafe from our Enemies. 


And for this very Reafon, Heaven, per- 
haps, does not think us ripe for the Deli- 
verance we feek; and if I muft give my 
Judgment, according to the Courfe of Hu- 
mane Affairs, I don’t know,how Ic fhould. 

_ The Scripture, which fays, If you forgive 
not Men their Trefpaffes, neither will your 
Heavenly Father forgive you, feems to 
prompt this very Direétion, and to Infer, 
That if you will not be at Peace one with 
another, neither fhajJ other Nations be at 


~ Peace with you. 


If our Armies Retreat from the Enemy, if 
the Hopes and Meafures of the Confede- 
rates feem Broken and Difappointed, be 
it by the Negligence, Backwardnels, or 
whatever other Error of the Confederates, 
our Bufinefs is not to Enquire that here, but 
fure this Argument will for ever hold good, 
That from hence it cannot but put us upon 
Reflefting, that the Enemies Strength how- 
ever Wounded, is not Broken ; that we are 
not yet pefedtly out of Danger of French Ty- 
ranny, Foreign Invafion, Eruptions of Po- 
pery, Anti Settlements, and all the Fatal 
Confequences of the Growing Enemies of 
this Nation. 

I am not here pretending to foretell what 
fhal, or fhall noc be the Iffue of a Doubtful 
War, but am Arguing the Neceffity of our 
Uniting as Home, becaufe it is Doubt- 


Succeffes are apt to Puff up, and when 
Men think chemfelves fecure, they conlider 
not the Confequences of Things, and thefe 
fort of Men are generally the moft furpriz’d 
at Events; I would have thefe Men Refleét 
on what I once before put them in mind of, 
viz. How they themfelves Preach’d up 
Peace, Love, Charity, Union, forgetting of 
former Things, laying alide {mall Differen- 
ces, and the like 5 when in King Fames’s 
Time they had the Church of Rome upon 
their Backs.

It was moft certainly true, That to Unite, 
to forget Injuries, to lay afide Quarrels, te 
remember that we were all Brethren, was 
the only way to break the Meafures, and 
difappoint the Defigns of the Enemies to 
the Church, who thought their Game fure, 
and the Event prov’d the Truth of it, for 
the Difcontent, Lift’ning to the General [n- 
vitation, and opening their, Eyes to their 
own Safety, fell in with the Church, joyn’d 
in Intereft and Charity with their Church 
ot England Brethren; And what follow*d ? 
Popery fell before them, as Goliab 
before the Hand of David. Revolutions 
Abdications, and the Fatal Suppreffion s 
the Party follow’d And o it would 
now, would the Church of England liftea 
to Peace, would the Gentlemen of the. 
Church, fubmit to the Voice of their own 
Reafon, would they look back to their 
own Parties, and Praétife the Doétrines 
of their own Brethren 3 nay, I might fay 
to fume of the Warmeft of them; * Gen- 
“ tlemen, Would you Revife your own Ser- 
* mons, and put in Praétice the very Peace 
“ you perfwaded usto, the Bufinefs would 
% be done. 

We have been Talking much of the Mili- 
tary Right of keeping the Peace, and fome 
have been fo Ridiculous as to Deny it, and 
to, tell a Man, Thag if a Fire be Broke out 
in his Houfe, and he cannot Quench it him- 
felf, he muft not call in the Neighbours to 
help him, for fear they fhould Rob his 
Houfe. 

But I am upona Voluntary way of keeping 
the F eace, which, let the other be what ic 
will, no Body can Obje& againft; 1 wifh 
our People would a little contider it, ‘tis in 
all our Power to make a Volantary Union, 
and the more Voluntary it is, the more lika- 
ly to be Durable.
